HE Lords of Council and Seſſion conſidering, that it hath been 
the ordinary cuſtom of Debitors, to make payment of Sums, 


due on Wodſet or Annualrent of Infeftment, and to accept 'Re- 


nunciations, or grants-of Redemption fra the Wodſetter, or 
Annualrenter, albeit the Creditor had been Inhibit before payment 
which being made, boxra fide, the Debitors conceived themſelves ſecure, 
and that they needed not ſearch Regiſters to find Inhibitions againſt the 
Wodſetter, or Annualrenter, which hath tended much to the detriment 
of Creditors, ſeing ſach Sums, ſecured by Infeftment, were not arreſt- 
able : For id whereof, The faids Lords declares, that if the uſer of 
an Inhibition upon ſearch of the Reg] or otherwiſe, ſhall find Infeft- 
ments of Annualrent, or upon Wodlſet, in favours of their Debitor, be- 
ing Inhibit, and ſhall make intimation by Inſtrument of a Nottar, to the 
Perſons who have Right to the Reverſion of the ſaids Wodſets, or An- 
nualrents, that the Wodſetter, or Annualrenter nds Inhibite at their 
Inſtance, and ſhall produce in preſence of the Party and Nottar, the In- 


hibition duely Regiſtrate 5 Then and in that'caſe, the Lords will not ſu- 


ſtain Renunciations, or grants of Redemption; though upon true pay- 

Z in reeſt of the Idfvimation, unleG the Ke- 
demption proceed by way of Athion 3 The Inhibiter being always cited 
thereto, or Suſpenfion of double poynding upon Confignation of the 


Sums, whereupon the Annualrent or Wodfet is redeemable. And ordains:
